ints. Five voting machines at 
the Union office and one at each 
of the other polling places kept 
lines of voters moving quickly. 

Elections and Objections Com- 
mittee Chairman James Roche and 
all of the committee’s members 
were roundly complimented on 
their efficient conduct of the vot- 
ing. 

In turn, Chairman Roche 
praised the members for their co- 
operation in helping to make this 
“one of the best elections we have 
ever had”. 

Flatbush, Parkchester and White 
Plains completed the voting on 
Thursday, January 24th. Gertrude 
Greene, Peggy Galvin and Russ 
Bagley, Elections and Objections 
Committee representatives at each 
of the stores, reported “maximum 
cooperation” and heavy turnouts. 

Jamaica voted on Friday, and 
committee representative Murray 
Rimland turned in a similar re- 
port for his store. 


Within a half hour of the 10 
P.M. closing of polls on Friday, 
January 25th, the Elections and 
Objections Committee had com- 
pleted the five-store tally and cer- 
tified the outcome. 

Because there was only one con- 
tested position, Administration 
Slate candidates were forced to 
wage an uphill battle against apa- 
thy and a tendency on the part of 
many to consider the results “in 
the bag”. 

In a series of non-partisan 
speeches and articles, most of 
which appeared in the Local 1S 
NEWS, President Kovenetsky and 
Vice Presidents Hoffstein and At- 
kinson called on the members to 
vote as a means of showing con- 
tinued support for the Union and 
its program. 

In one article, which began to 
stimulate active interest in the 
campaign, the vice presidents

Mr. Goltz urged 
that all members who are claiming 
deductions for medical expenses 
assemble their figures before com- 
ing to the Union office. This ad- 
vance preparation cuts in half the 
amount of time needed to complete 


a tax report and assures better 
service for all.
